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The City continues to work on the following Public Facilty & infrastructure Activities:
Buckeye Brook Study/Improvements: An Application to Alter a Freshwater Wetland (ATAFW) was submitted to the
Rhode Island Department of Environmental Management, Office of Water Resources, for the Buckeye Brook
Restoration project.  Significant components of the submission package include: the ATAFW general application
form, a Stormwater Management Checklist, an application for a Stormwater Construction Permit and Water Quality
Certification, a Soil Erosion and Sediment Control Plan, a Phragmites Monitoring and Maintenance Plan, a Soil
Management Plan, and the Engineering Drawings.  The accompanying narrative reviews the existing site conditions;
summarizes the data collection and methodology of analysis of the flooding and fish passage problems; describes
the proposed action, alternative actions, and proposed construction activities; provides an evaluation of functions
and values of Buckeye Brook and its wetland resources; quantifies and qualifies impacts from the proposed project,
and documents impact avoidance and mitigation measures.  The City & their consultant are coordinating with DEM
on the wetlands permit.

Flood Hardening - Municipal Sewer Pumping Stations: The Warwick Sewer Authority (WSA) have received all work
submittals, have been reviewed and approved for all three pumping stations by the WSA & their consultant. Site
visits have been performed, by the WSA & their consultant, to finalize plans and procurements for the contractor.
Contractor estimates work starting beginning of July, Contractor is scheduled to have substantial completion by
October 2018 on their schedule.

Activity Description:

Fundsd will be used to make repair and or improvements to public facilities and infrastructure damaged in the March 2010
floods.
Funds will be used to flood harden 3 Warwick Sewer Authority pumping stations that were heavily damaged due to flooding. 
The pumping stations, located in and serving predominately low/mod income neighborhoods, will be hardened to minimize the
impact of future storm damage due to flooding.  The RFP for flood hardening of the pumping stations is currently out for bid and
it is expected that the work will begin immediatety upon award of contract.
In addition, funds will also be used to restore the natuaral flow of Buckeye Brook in the area of Lakeshore Drive and Warwick
Pond.  Vegitation has overgrown and clogged the natural drainage of Warwick Pond and the flow of Buckeye Brook causing
persistant flooding of Lakeshore Drive.  The RFP for environmental services is currenlty being prepared and will be awarded in
the Spring with work commencing shortly thereafter.
